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There’s a sense of chucking a bat as high 
as you can in the air {being} different [than] 
taking two steps, admiring it, flicking the bat 
kind of thing. Pitchers understand it, and 
hitters understand it. When you get into one 
and you know it’s gone, [you can] hold the 
bat, not overdoing it. 

If you have flve homers in the big leagues, 
you shouldn’t even think twice. But if you’re a 
home run hitter and you’ve been doing it for 
awhile now, I think it’s OK. I think we look 
too far into it sometimes. 

Saladino: You {had} better hit a lot of them if 
you’re going to watch it. I don’t do much of 
that watching, so I’ll just hit it and go.

I 
don’t know, what I got, like seven or some- 
thing? {Update: He had eight career home 
runs going into Monday} The first one for 
sure, that was pretty cool, and the one the 
other week, it opened the team up {in break- 
ing a seven-game losing streak}.

TOO STREET PANTS? 


MAN FILES DISCRIMINATION COMPLAINT 
AFTER BEING DENIED ENTRY BY PIZZERIA

A ntar Jackson and his wife, Christina Jacobson, were looking for a place 
to have dinner and watch the second game of the NBA finals. Instead, 
they ended the night feeling shocked by what appeared to them to be a 
case of racial discrimination. All because of a pair of pants. 


The Logan Square residents claim Parlor 
Pizza Bar in the West Loop denied Jackson 
entry when an employee said the husband’s 
pants were “too street.” The couple say the 
pants were black herringbone wool trousers 


made by Vince, a luxury contemporary fash- 
ion brand. Jacobson wrote on Facebook pub- 
licly the next day, “Only thing I can think of 
for the reason we were turned away is one.” 
The couple, who are black, later confirmed 


in an interview with the Tribune that they 
believed they were the victims of racial dis- 
crimination. 

Jackson filed a discrimination complaint 
Monday with the Chicago Commission on 
Human Relations, and First Deputy Commis- 
sioner Kenneth Gunn confirmed his office 
received the complaint Tuesday 

A statement released by Parlor Pizza Bar on 
Thursday evening states that the restaurant’s 
dress code is in line with its mission to serve 
pizza “in an elevated environment,” and that 
the policy is “displayed at Parlor’s entrance- 
way and on our website” and is enforced uni- 
formly ‘Athletic wear is prohibited under our 
policy and, unfortunately, the gentleman in

ment reads. “We are very sorry to hear of the 
recent accusation and take these situations 
very seriously We hope this guest will come 
dine with us again in the future.” 

Spokesman Joel Morales said further that 
restaurant management is conducting an in- 
ternal investigation by reviewing video foot- 
age and talking to staff on “why there may 
have been a misunderstanding.” 

Posted at a side entrance to the pizzeria 
and sports bar is a small sign reading: ‘Ap- 
propriate Attire Required.” The Parlor Pizza 
Bar website home page states: “Dress code 
enforced beginning at 5 PM, daily: Business 
Casual, NO over-sized clothing or athletic at- 
tire.” The site directs users to the ‘About Us” 
page for more information. That page further 
states that after 5 p.m. these types of clothing 
are prohibited: athletic wear and sweatpants 
or sweatshirts; sports jerseys and apparel (ex- 
cept “during Chicago sporting events being 
shown in the restaurant”); and pajamas or 
lounge wear. 

Yet Jackson and Jacobson claim that other 
patrons that night were clad in athletic ap- 
parel. 

“I had been there once before,” said Jack- 
son, a musician and bartender, who was a fi- 
nalist in the RedEye Best Bartender contest 
in 2014. “We walked in the door to the host 
stand, and we were told there was a 30 -minute 
wait for the patio.” 

It was Sunday June 5, about 7:30 p.m., and 
the Cleveland Cavaliers played the Golden 
State Warriors on the big screens. 

At Parlor, after guests walk in the front re- 
volving door, they find the host stand toward 
the right, set back behind a takeout window 
with a pastry display To request a seat on the 
large beer garden patio at the corner of Green 
Street and Washington Boulevard, guests 
must then check in with a second host stand 
outside, walking back toward the front door, 
where an employee who appears to work se- 
curity stands just inside. 

“Security asked to see ID, but before I could 
reach for it he looked down at my pants,” 
Jackson said. “He said, ‘The/re too street.’ ” 

“I was so shocked that I didn’t react,” he 
said. “{My wife] was already a few feet ahead 
of me heading to the patio.” 

The pants are described by the maker 
Vince as “joggers,” which Jackson said were 
purchased at the original retail price of $245. 

“We saw people sitting on the patio wear- 
ing yoga pants, sandals and cargo pants,” said 
Jacobson, an attorney 

“We asked to talk to the manager and in- 
troduced ourselves,” Jackson said. The couple 
said a man identified himself as the manager 
on duty named Mike. “We said we’d like to 
have a business card, but he seemed nervous, 
then goes behind the front desk, and said 
he was out of cards, and instead gives us an 
events card.”

They said the manager affirmed the em- 
ployee’s ruling on Jackson’s pants, stated that 
the dress code policy was posted on the door, 
then turned around and walked away 

“It ruined the mood and our night, but we 
decided that we would wait until we get home 
to talk about it and discuss our next course 
of action,” Jackson said. “I’ve worked five 
years in food and beverage. My wife worked 
10 years as a server before law school. We 
know the ins and outs, and dos and don’ts.” 

“I’m an employment attorney,” Jacobson 
said. “I deal with this sort of thing all the time. 
But it does not benefit me to bring this issue 
to light. Professionally it is not popular for me 
to do that. 


“But as a young woman who’s worked in 
the industry, I don’t think it gets addressed,” 
she added, referring to racial discrimination. 
“Most people look away for the most part.” 

Jackson decided to go public after a visit to 
his barbershop. 

“I was talking about it, and every single 
person said that this has happened to them at 
one point in their lives,” Jackson said of fellow 
patrons of color at the barbershop. 

“I’ve worked door security before,” Jackson 
said. “We see it happen all the time to some- 
one with the wrong skin color, but it was pret- 
ty blatant this time.” 

“Clearly they do not enforce their business 
casual policy” Jacobson said, “I was wearing a 
denim shirt and jeans. The policy is so vague. 
It’s hard enough to be a black man in America, 
and you have to be in total compliance with 
a policy that’s vague and not consistently en- 
forced? 

“They can do whatever they want as a busi- 
ness,” she added. “They can have a dress code 
that says nothing purple, but you can’t dis- 
criminate.” 

“We want them to issue a public apology” 
Jackson said. “We want them to get rid of 
their policy if they’re not able to enforce it for 
everyone the same way 

‘And we would love for all that to happen 
without going to court,” he added. “We under- 


stand the gravity of taking something to court.” 

Although Gunn would not comment on 
the case, he did talk about the city’s ordi- 
nance regarding dress codes. “Of course dress 
codes are allowed, but they can’t be written in 
away that discriminates against any particular 
group,” Gunn said. ‘And when I say group, I 
mean any of our 14 protected statuses,” which 
include race, color and gender. 

Gunn cited a settled case against The Orig- 
inal Mother’s nightclub in 2009. An African- 
American male student was denied entry by 
a bouncer who said his jeans were too baggy 
violating their dress code. The student ex- 
changed his pants with a fellow male student 
who is white, who was then allowed in. 

Gunn also noted that fines for violations of 
the ordinance have been increased, starting at 
$100 and now going up to $1,000 per occur- 
rence. Hearing officers may also recommend 
liability and damages that have no cap. In dress 
code discrimination cases, amounts vary “may- 
be a couple of thousand dollars,” Gunn said. 

Parlor Pizza Bar opened in the West Loop 
in September 2014 serving Neapolitan-style 
pizzas. A second location opened in Wicker 
Park on Division Street this month with a 
sign stating the same language as the original 
location — ‘Appropriate attire required” — 
posted directly left of the revolving front door 
but with no full dress code policy
